be Housed in April. 


Detroit.—On a site that once was 


part of the old Fort Shelby military 
reservation, but now is in the heart of 
Detroit's downtown business district, 
is nearing completion a new 14-story 
building, the new home of the Detroit 
Free Press, Detroit's 
oldest 
daily 


newspaper. 


When, some time in June, the com- 


pleted building is ready for occupancy 
by editorial and mechanical 
staffs,

there. Equipment looking forward to 
years of expansion is being installed. 


The new building, to be known as 


"The Detroit Free Press Building," 
will be in marked contrast to the mod- 
est little plant in which Sheldon Mac- 
Knight, on May 5, 1831, founded the 
paper as a weekly.
